in with four horses 
in a small pound behind the Englewood 
Police Station, and suffering from smallpox 
in a malignant form, James Harris of Spring 
Valley, III., shivered and moaned for more 
than three hours last night while he waited 
for the health authorities to send an ambu- 
lance to remove him to the isolation hospital. 

Meantime, residents in Wentworth avenue 
between Sixty-fourth and Seventy-first 
streets, where, before he. was taken into 
custody at 7 o’clock, the man had entered a 
dozen stores, were dreading a spread of the 
disease among them. No one knew how 
many had been exposed. It was the reports 
made to the police of the man's appearance 
and actions that led to his being taken into 
custody. 

Dr. Spalding of the Health department 
reached the station at 11 o’clock. A hasty 
examination satisfied him Harris was suffer- 
ing from the smallpox, and he summoned the 
ambulance from the isolation hospital. It 
was 12 o'clock before Harris was released 
from his prison and 1 a. m. before he was 
housed in the hospital. 


Harris Found by Police. 

and Policeman 
Mansfield of the Englewood Station found 
the man at 7 o’clock he was in an alley 
opening off Seventy-first street, near Went, 
worth avenue. He was — back and 
forth in the alley. 

Citizens had been alarmed at the strange 
actions and appearance of Harris. All along 
Wentworth avenue and nearby streets where 
Harris had been seen the citizens were 
frightened, even before they knew what was 
the nature of his malady. As soon as the 
police found the man they sent for Dr. E. H. 
Tillotson, Sixty-third street and Wentworth 
avenue, and he pronounced the case small- 
pox. Word that Harris was suffering from 
smallpox spread rapidly among the people, 
and they began discussing means of prevents. 
ing contagion. : 


Guarded in Animal Pound. 

In the little inclosure, 15x25 feet in size, 
which stands behind the Englewood station, 
Harris was carefully guarded. The police 
were unable to learn how long he had been 
in the city or whether he had contracted the 
disease before or after he came here. The 
man was half delirious and unable to talk 
coherently. 

It soon became apparent that there was 
little need for the diligent watchfulness of 
Policeman Hayes, who was posted beside 
the pound. Harris once tried to get out, but 
he seemed too weak to climb over the fence 
and made no further effort. Another police- 
man was stationed at the opening of the 


alley beside the station leading back to tho 
pound, but he had no work to do in keeping , 
people from approaching the man. All u *

Harris was well dressed, and the police 
said they believed he was a man of com- 
fortable means and probably of good family, 
judging by his appearance. They were in- 
clined to criticise the tardiness of the he 
authorities in sending an ambulance and

In the station itself the police were dis- 


cussing the probability that they had been 


‘exposed to contagion, as the stable in which 
the patrol wagon and horses of the station 
are kept stands immediately beside the 
pound. 

Causes Excitement in District. 

_ Numerous citizens, by telephoning to the 
police station and by telling patrolmen on 
their beats, made reports to the police of the 
strange actions and menacing appearance 


of Harris, within, a short time before Ser- 


geant Kilty and Policeman Mansfield started 
out in quest of him. Their search was not a 
long one, for so many persons had noticed 
the man that it was not difficult to trace his 


movements. 
Several persons, the police stated, reported 


that they had fairly come into contact with 


the man before they noticed that there was 
anything the matter with him. They en- 
countered him in stores, on sidewalks, and at 
street crossings. Of these all are in fear 
that they will have difficulty in avoiding con- 


tagion. 


Harris had an uncomfortable time 
while he waited for the ambulance to take 
him to a place more eongenial than the 


pound. The night was chill and damp, and 


he was not heavily clothed. Once he com- 
plained of the cold, but the police were 
powerless to relieve his condition. They 
were inclined to be careful not to incur the 
blame of the health authorities through 
coming any closer to the sufferer themselves 
than occasion required. 

At times the condition of Harris 
seemed so critical that his watcher feared 
he might not live till the health authorities 
should remove him to a place where. he 


could be properly cared for and attended to. 


Officials Urge Vaccination. 
The Health department in 
bulletin urges that all persons be vaccinated 
as a precaution against smallpox, and says: 
„It should be noted that every case of 
smallpox in Chicago during the last fifteen 
months--both the imported cases and those 
contracted by residents from the imported 
cases—has, without exception, been unvac- 
einated. There has thus far arid no case 
among the vaceinated.“

the Garter and Knights of the Thistle, a dis- 
tinction which no other noble possesses.

of His Career. 

George Douglas Campbell, eighth Duke of 
Atgyle, was born at Ardinaple Castle, Dum- 
bartonshire, April 30, 1823, and before he 
succeeded his father in 1847 had become 
known as an author, politician, and public 
speaker. As Marquis of Lorne, he took an 
active part in the controversy in the Presby- 
terian Church of Scotland relating to patron- 
age. In 1848 he published “ Presbytery Ex- 
amined,”’ a critical essay on the ecclesiastic- 
al history of Scotland from the time of the 
Reformation. 

The Duke was a frequent speaker in the 
House of Lords on such subjects as Jewish 
emancipation, the Scottish marriage bill, 
foreign affairs, etc. He actively interested 
himself in all questions affecting Scottish 
interests brought before Parliament, espe- 
clally in the affairs of the Church of Scot- 


land. 

5 Enters the Cabinet. 

In 1881 he was chancellor ot the University 
ot St. Andrews. In 1852 he was in the Cab- 
met of the Earl of Aberdeen as Lord of the 
Privy Seal, and retained the same office 
under Lord Palmerston. He resigned the 
privy seal in 1855 and became Postmaster 
General. He resumed the privy seal under 
Palmerston in 1859. The Duke was elected 
rector of the University of Glasgow in 1854 
and President of the Royal Society of Edin- 
burg in 1831. 

He was Secretary of State for India in 
Gladstone’s Cabinet, 1868, and held that post 
until the downfall of the Liberal govern- 
ment in 1874. He was again Lord of the 
Privy Seal from 1880 to 1881, when he re- 
signed on account of differences over the 
Irish lend bill, 

He married first, in 1844, the eldest daugh- 
ter of the second Duke of Sutherland. She 
died in 1878. In 1881 he married Amelia 
Maria, eldest daughter of Dr. Claughton, 
Bishop of St. Albans’, and in 1895 Ina 
Erskine, Woman of the Bedchamber to the 
Queen. His eldest son, the Marquis of 
Lorne, who succeeds to the title, married the 


Princess Louise in 1871.

He was instructor in French history 
at Miss Irwin’s school, Philadelphia, from 
1885 to 1890, then went to Johns Hopkins 
University, and studied for three years. In 
1893 he accepted a fellowship in the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, where he received the degree 
of Doctor of Philosophy in 1894. Since that 
time he has been instructor in romance phi- 
lology gh the university.

The trouble was brought about by the 
claims for the damage done to the person 
and property of American missionaries in 
Turkey. When this government announced 
its intention to hand Ali Ferrouh Bey his 
passports unless these claims were. settled 
without delay, Mr. Straus gave out an inter- 
view in which he said the Sultan had prome- 
ised on three occasions to pay the claims. 

The Turkish Minister to6k exception to 
these statements, and in diplomatic lan- 
guage said they were untrue. Ali Ferrouh 
Bey also said he had never criticised an of- 
ficial act of the President and would not do 
so, and that Mr. Straus should observe the 
same rule. He further said there was a 
question of veracity between the Sublime 
Porte and the American Minister. 


Turk’s Right of Protest. 

This was more than his government could 
stand, and as no reasons are required for 
the refusal of. one government to receive 
the diplomatic representative of another, 
under the circumstances it is not likely that 
Mr. Straus will return to the Turkish capital.

Sultan's Answer Received.

Washington, D. C., April 23.—The State 
department has received, through Lloyd 
Griscom, the United States Chargé at Con- 
stantinople, the reply of the Turkish govern- 
ment to the latest representations of the 
United States touching the American mis- 
sionary claims. The communication was 
taken to the White House by Secretary Hay 
and presumably was considered by the Cabi- 
net at the special meeting today.

properly one portion of it. 

The opinion prevails in the diplomatic. 
circle here that the Turkish government has 
played a diplomatic card of some strength. 
The answer to the American demand might 
be well calculated to deprive the United 
States of the sympathy of the European 
powers, as it places us in a position of seek- 
ing to extort better terms from the Turks 
than are to be accorded to the claimants ue 
other nations, 

The State department, however, is acer 
mined not to abandon the preferential posi- 
tion respecting its claims that it has secured 
through the Sultan's own promises, so it is 
anticipated that an energetic response to 
this late note will be sent to the Porte 
through Mr. Griscom. 

Mr. Griscom has also cabled the State de- 
partment that the Turkish Minister for For- 
eign Affairs has informed the Ambassadors. 
that the Porte will not raise tariffs without 
previous agreement with the powers.

This does not show the aggregate wealth, 
for the exemptions not computed in these 
statistics include : 2,063,480 fortunes below 
6,000. marks ($1,428), and 279,890 of more than 
6,000 marks, but exempt because yielding an 
income of less than 900 marks annually.

By the death of Matt Par- 
Deathof rott, which occurred on Sat- 
Matt Parrott. urday, Iowa lost a man who 
was one of the leading ed- 
itors of the State and a leader of the Repub- 
lican party. Mr. Parrott was editor and 
_ proprietor of the lowa State Reporter at 
Waterloo, which newspaper he had owned 
Lor thirty years. He purchased it after leav- 
ing Chicago, where he had been a printer on 
the old Democrat, of which John Wentworth 
‘was tor. Mr. Parrott had 
training tor country ‘journaliem, ving 
begun work at the printers’ trade in Scho- 
harie County, New York, in 1850, when he 
was but 18 years of age. Every detail of 
country journalism was familiar to him, and 
he became recognized as one of the leading 
members of this influential portion of the 
newspaper world. His popularity with the 
country editors led to his election last year 
as President of the National Editorial asso- 
lation. Like many country editors, Mr. 
Parrott drifted into politics. He was elected 
a State Senator in 1885, re#lected in 1889, 
chosen President of the Senate, and, after 
his second term, nominated for Lieutenant 
Governor, receiving the largest majority of 
any candidate on the State ticket. The pop- 
ularity proven by this campaign led to his 
seeking the nomination for Governor at the 
Cedar Rapids convention of 1897, but he 
was unable to defeat Governor Shaw, al- 
though the preliminary campaign was close 
and exciting. Both as editor and as politi- 
cian Mr. Parrott made a host of friemds in 
Iowa, and there probably are few men whose 
death would cause greater regret in th 
State.

ECUMENICAL MISSION CONGRESS. 

The ecumenical congress of missionaries 
now in session in New York has many points 
in common with the famous World’s Con- 
gress of Religions in Chicago in 1893. With- 
in a narrower compass it exhibits the mod- 
ern spirit making for Christian union, if 
not for religious unity. While this con- 
ference is ecumenical only within the limits 


ing of Protestant missionaries of all de- 
nominations ever held. No such union of 
rival sects would have been possible a 
half century ago. 
When ex-President Harrison greeted the 
delegates last Saturday he remarked upon 
this gratifying evidence of an increasing 
tendency toward Christian union, carrying 
out the idea with an eloquent simile drawn 
from a converging movement of the union 
armies in the Atlanta campaign during 
the civil war. He pointed out the fact 
that the union of the churches on essen- 
tials, while of great valueat home, is of ten- 
fold greater value in the mission field, where 
a clashing of creeds confuses the converts 
and injures the cause for which all are 
working. There is also a practical aspect 
of the subject in the fact that united and 
centralized effort prevents waste and can 
accomplish more with the available funds. 
The melting away of the old hostility among 
the evangelical churches has made it pos- 
sible to conduct the world’s missions, if 
not through a single centralized plant, at 
least with the aid of an effective federa- 
tion. It is the same principle that is work- 
ing itself out in the federated charities of 
our cities and in various social federations 
as well as in industrial fields. The fact 
that the various missionary denominations

Work never hurt any one,” says Dr. 
Frank Billings, “who is able to get the 
proper kind of rest.” 5 

Men who complain of too long hours and 
too great demands on their strength will get 
little comfort from the opinions of these 
authorities. At the same time, if they are 
wise they may get some benefit from a 
moment's reflection on the subject. 

In many instances, no doubt, the hours of 
labor are so long and the circumstances 
under which the workmen are forced to 
live are so unfavorable that it is impossi- 
ble to get the “ proper kind of rest,” which 
is the premise on which both physicians 
base their prescription of plenty of hard 
‘work. In a majority of cases, however, it 
is probably true that the man who feels him- 
self overworked has himself chiefly to 
blame. It may be that he is doing work 
for which he is not fitted, and is therefore 
driven to make painful and often ineffectual 
efforts to accomplish it. In his case, as has 
been pointed out before, it is worry and not 
work which kills. In the case of brain- 
workers, the failure to take the proper 
amount of physical exercise is the cause of 
most of the fag and prostration which fol- 
low hard and long continued labor. How 
many men in Chicago who work with their 
heads take physical exercise which is equiv- 
alent to a walk of eight miles daily? And 
how many so delinquent might find time for 
the exercise if they would? 3 

It is a striking thing in this connection 
that some of the busiest men in the city, who 
have many demands upon their time and 
who work daily many hours, seem to have 
more leisure and be able to take up more 
new interests than those whose responsi- 
bilities are less and whose hours of labor 
are much shorter. The secret with them is 


that no time is lost either in 
complaints.. 

Without indulging in trite cant, it is still 
true that there are few joys so lasting as 
that of the workman who is master of his 
tools and of his work. The glow which 
follows the completion of a piece of work 
well done is stimulating, not depressing. 
The man who loves his work is not apt to 
complain that he is overworked. 

All men should be given plenty of time for 
both rest and recreation, but most men al- 
ready fritter away and waste more time 
than they would gain if their hours of labor 
were further diminished. |

THE DISAPPEARING GUN OARRIAGES. 
While the Navy department n grappling 
with the serious problem of the super- 
imposed turrets in battleships, which is still 
unsolved, notwithstanding the apparent 
success of the system in the trials of the 
Kearsarge, and must await the actual tests 
of war before a final solution can be reached, 
General Miles has presented a similarly 
dificult problem to the War department 
by his protest against the extensive use 
of the disappearing gun carriage in the 
coast defense system. The Board of Ord- 
nance is in the same plight.as the Board 
of Naval Construction. Both have prob- 
lems before them which can only be solved 
by actual trial in time of war, and in each 
case some distinguished army and navy 
experts have pronounced against the re- 
General Miles’ arguments against the use 
of the disappearing gun carriages are of 
a nature which must command attention. 
In brief, he protests against their use be- 
cause the mechanism is so complex that 
it not only requires constant daily care 
to keep it in perfect working order, but 


} renders the guns peculiarly liable to acci- 


dent not alone on account of defective 
material and lack of care but also because 
ot @efects inherent in the disappearing sys- 
tem. “Experience,” says General Miles, 
“has shown it to be more easily disabled 
than any other type of sea coast carriage.” 
The inadequate operation of the disappear- 
ing mount is shown by his statement that 
the thirty-eight six-inch rapid fire guns 


though the board has not yet adopted a 
type of carriage for them, will be prevented 
from rapidity of fire, which is their princi- 
pal value, by this style of mount.

PORTO RICAN FRANCHISES. 
The act establishing the Porto Rican 
civil government provides that all grants 
of franchises or concessions of a public or 


Executive Council, with the approval of 
the Governor, and that all such franchises 
shall. be reported to Congress, which re- 
serves the power to annul or modify them. 


Committee on Insular Affairs this is a loose 
and dangerous provision, under which, it 
is Alleged, speculative persons will get pos- 
session of valuable Porto Rican franchises 
on terms favorable to themselves and op- 
pressive to the inhabitants of the island. 
It has been said in some quarters that, as 
six of the eleven members of the Execu- 
tive Council are to be Americans, there is 


an impropér use of its power. N 
The six Americans who are to be mem- 
bers of the council probably will be the 
persons appointed by the President to fill 
the offices of Secretary, Attorney General, 
Auditor, Treasurer, Commissioner of Edu- 
cation, and Commissioner of the Interior. 
The President has not made his selections 
yet. He is taking his time about the mat- 
ter, so he may find good men. Itis hardly 
fair to assume that the persons whom he 
may choose will designedly make a bad use 
of the power given them regarding fran- 
chises. Their action is subject to the ap- 
proval of the Governor. Mr. Allen, late 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy, has been 
appointed to fill that position. It cannot 
be assumed that he will lend himself to 
jobbery. Furthermore, should any unwise 
grant be made by the council and approved 
by the Governor, Congress can abrogate it. 
There is another fact which has been lost 
sight of by those who have been making an 
outery about this matter. It is that few 
franchises of any tempting value can be 
granted in an island over three-fourths of 
whose population of a million are in the 
direst poverty. There are no such pickings 
in Porto Rico as in a large American city, 
nor are there likely to be for many years to 
come. This is well understood by cap- 
italists, and it is an error to assume that 
they are waiting impatiently for an op- 
portunity to swoop down on Porto Rico, as 
they would on New York or Chicago if 
either of those cities occupied the position 
Porto Rico does. 7 | 
Nevertheless, there is no imperative rea- 
son Why the amendment of the House In- 
sular committee to the Porto Rican act 
should not be adopted. It makes the ap- 
proval of the President necessary to the 
granting of a franchise. It provides also 
that 
All charters of private corporations shall provide 
that the same shall be subject to amendment, 
alteration, or repeal; shall forbid the issue of 
stock or bonds, except in exchange for actual 
cash, or property at a fair valuation, equal in 
amount to the par value of the stocks or bonds 
issued; shall forbid the declaring of stock or bond 
dividends, and, in the case of public service corpo- 
rations, shall provide for the effective regulation 
of the charges thereof and for the purchase or 
taking by the public authorities of their property 
at a.fair valuation.

WORKING OUT ECONOMIC CURVES, 

In view of the rapid and unprecedented 
economic developments of the present day, 
and their tendency on the one hand to elude 
analysis and on the other to absorb atten- 
tion in their mere details, it is a fortunate 
circumstance that there is in New York, at 
the center of this development, a little 
nucleus of two or three experienced men 
in their lines, who, under the name of the 
Bureau of Economie Research, are devot- 
ing their time exclusively to economic in- 
vestigation. 

This is directed in part toward matters 
of immediate practical concern and in part 
toward general economic comparisons. Of 
the former sort have been the investiga- 
tions, chiefly by Professor E. W. Bemis, 
concerning the earnings, tariffs, history, 
and legal rights of the Boston and Albany 
| railroad, and the advisability of the pro- 
posed lease of that road to the New York 
Central—an event which would foreclose 
the right of the State of Massachusetts to 


are the inquiries which Professor Bemis 
keeps up to date concerning the cost of gas 
production, and on the basis of which he 
recently gave expert evidence at Haverhill, 
Mass., which led the State Gas commis- 
sion to reduce the price of gas in that city 
from $1 to 80 cents per thousand feet. 
Similar testimony has also been called for 
since then by the City of Springfield, in the 
same State. ae 

The more general inquiries of the bureau 
are carried on by Professor John R. Com- 
mons and his assistants, and are designed 
to bring out certain general facts concern- 


merce. For example, the course of prices 
in this country during the last forty years 
is being worked out on a comparative basis, 
and diagrams on an original plan are being 
prepared, showing in the case of various 
staples the relation between prices and 
volume of production. A striking and al- 


the price and the volume of the world’s cot- 
ton production during à period of years is 
shown by the curves of a diagram which 
has just been completed. It is proposed 
soon to begin, either independently or in 
some fecognized publication, the issue of 
monthly or weekly reviews of commercial 
movements on broad lines of comparison. 
Accurate and usable material of the sort 
which the bureau is developing is constantly 
needed to illuminate public questions of 
immediate moment, as well as to facilitate 
reliable economic forecasts, and its prepara- 
tion is reason for satisfaction.
